Not Identical With First Draft. 

While reports emanating from 
Paris to the effect that the council 
modified and softened the tone of the 
first draft of this reply to Mr. Wil- 
son are denied, it is said the mes- 
sage handed to Ambassador John W. 
Davis for transmission to Washing- 
ton is not identical with the one 
agreed upon by Premiers Lloyé 
George and Millerand at their first 
meeting subsequent to the arrival 
of the American President’s. memo- 
randum. 

_ The Adriatic question was not a 
topic of discussion in the Supreme 
Council today, so far as could be 
learned. Confirmation was given, 
however, of the statement in Wash- 
ingt®h that President Wilson’s 
memorandum informed the allies 
that if they proceeded with their. 
Adriatic plans ‘without the consent 
of the United States, President Wil- 
son. might feel constrained to with- 
draw the treaty of Versailles from 
the Senate and also refrain from giv- 
ing effect to the agreement entered 
into between France and the United 
States. 

Purported Contents of Note. 


The Daily Mail says it understands 
the Supreme Council's reply informs 


the President that the circumstances | 


surrounding the proposals in Janu- 
ary (when Premiers Lloyd George, 
Nitti and Clemenceau held their 
meeting and reached an agreement) 
were such that they could not be ig- 
nored and that the council was 
obliged perforce to take decisions iri 
the voluntary absence of an Ameri- 
can representative. 

The reply also remarks, says the 
Daily Mail, that the more effective 
proposals of December would be vali- 
dated if the President would indicate 
how they were to be carried out. 

“The receipt of President Wilson’s 
note on Friday,” the Daily Mail con- 
tinues, ‘“‘caused consternation in 
Great Britain, France and Italy. It 
ig stated that a-reply was drafted, 
the terms of which at the moment 
seemed fully justified. As a matter 
of fact, two or more drafts were pre- 
pared Saturday and the council de- 
cided to sleep on its proposal. 

“Curiously enough, it was. the 
strongest of these drafts, upon which 
it is stated David Lloyd George and 
Premier .Millerand were in perfect 
aceord, that was published in Paris. 
It is certain the note handed Am- 
passador Davis yesterday evening dif- 
fers materially from the version pub- 
lished in Paris.”

| House Appropriations Measure Also 
Drops Offices of 13 State 
Surveyors-General, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Abol- 
ishment of the nine subtreasuries, 
the offices of 13 state surveyors- 
goneral, and two assay offices is pro- 
pcsed in the legislative appropriation 
bill, reported today by the House 
Appropriations Committee. A re- 
duction of $18,000,000 from depar‘t- 
ment estimates for clerk hire and 
miscellaneous expenses was made, 


but the bills’ total of $104,120,000 is | 
one of the largest peace-time lJegis- 


tative appropriations on record. 

The subtreasuries which would be 
abolished at the end of this year are 
at Baltimore, New York, Philadel- 
phia, Boston, Cincinnati, Chicago, 
St. Louis, New Orleans and San 
Francisco. 

The bill carries appropriations for 
the continuance of the subtreasur- 
ies only to Dec. 31, 1920. The com- 
mittee recommended that the sub- 
treasuries be abolished on that date 
or at an earlier date in the case of 
any one of them if the Secretary of 
the Treasury should so determine. 
Provision is made in the bill for 


transfer of subtreasury employes in.

As a general rule, hot water is a 
better solvent than cold water and 
will remove a stain more quickly; 
but if the stain is caused by a sub- 
stance containing protein, such as 
'egg, meat or milk, hot water coagu- 
lates the protein and sets the stain 
more firmly than ever. 

The method to be used depends 
upon the nature, color, finish, weave, 
and weight of the fabric, as well as 
‘upon the kind of stain to be re- 
trioved. Strong acids destroy Linens 
and cottons, and even weak acids 
have the effect of partly destroying 
them. Yet an acid can be used on 


alkali as soon as the stain disap- 
pears. The method in general use 
is to remove the stain with a etrong 
acid, then dip the cloth in an al- 
kali, and ringe at once through sev- 
eral waters to rid it thoroughly of 
the chemicals used.
